Q—My husband was killed in Vietnam last Oc­ 
tober. Our infant daughter and 1 will receive monthly 
benefits of about $400. I plan to go back to teaching. I 
have $11,000 life insurance. $‘23,000 in cash which 
probably should be at least partly invested in growth 
securities. What mutual tunds or other stocks would 
\ou suggest? I have also considered leaving savings 
accounts undisturbed with the idea of buying a duplex 
house when 1 become more settled.—A.W. 
A—I offer you my deepest sympathy on the loss 
of your husband. In your particular situation, with 
apparent little knowledge of securities. I believe your 
last idea is the best plan for you. If you can buy a 
good duplex, well situated, you will feel more secure 
and you will have an excellent hedge against infla­ 
tion. Building costs are rising sharply and sound 
property bought now is almost certain to rise in value 
as the dollar depreciates. Stocks are good but they 
need constant watching. A duplex home for yourself 
and daughter will mean a great deal to her later and 
as an investment should prove thoroughly satisfac­ 
tory. 
Q— I am an elderly divorced woman with only 
$6.000 to my name. Social Security payments hardly 
cover my rent. Is there any way I can invest my mon­ 
ey to give me added income?—R.VY 
A—I am deeply distressed that there is no pat 
solution to your problem. The best investment for 
you, in my opinion, would be a straight life annuity 
which would pay you a guaranteed monthly income 
higher than you can obtain from any comparable se­ 
curity. I would put no more than $4.000 into such an 
annuity, since you should have at least $2,000 as a 
cash reserve. A $4.000 annuity will not pay a great 
deal but. since you apparently have no concern about 
leaving an estate, it might be just enough to supply 
the added funds vou need.

L.V. Councilmen Approve 
Compromise College Plan 


LA VERNE - La Verne Col­ 
lege officials Monday night won 
the City Council approval of a 
compromise version of a con­ 
troversial college master plan 
but at the same t.me expressed 
reservations about the plan. 
1 


Over the sole dissent of Coun­ 
cilman Elvis F. Swindle, the 
council accepted the planning 
commission recommendation for 
approval of the plan with cer­ 
tain conditions attached. T h e 
¡commission’s vote was 4-2. 


“ It’s quite crowded but if it’s 
the compromise that is needed, 
w e're ready to accept it,” said 
Dr. Herbert Hogan, college vice 
president. 
The major difference between 
and plans of development twice 
¡rejected by the council last year 
is in the treatment of a section 
of 1st Street. 


Pedestrian 


Hit, Booked 


The plans turned down lastl 
April and August called for the 
dosing of a portion of 1st Street 
to p e r m i t cam pus expansion 
south. This aspect drew bitter 
opposition from a group of resi­ 
dents. 
The com prom ise v e r s i o n 
would realign the street south­ 
ward along the southern border 
of the cam pus to leave room for 
a football field, which will be 
surrounded by a track, and a 
baseball diamond. 
Dr. Hogan said there was not 
enough room in the compromise 
plan for construction of perm an­ 
ent bleachers. 
E ither 
tem porary 
bleachers 
will have to be installed over 
the track, he said, or the college 
could explore the costly possi­ 
bility of relocating a drainage 
ditch north to m ake more room. 
Asked by Mayor Frank John­ 


son if he was satisfied with the 
plan, La Verne college dean of 
students Dwight H anawalt re­ 
plied, “ You can always hope 
for the moon,” adding that the 
com prom ise version at l e a s t 
would no longer “ em b arrass” 
the college. 
At the com m ission’s p u b l i c 
hearing, Dr. Harold Fasnacht, 
college president, said the col­ 
lege would p.«y for im prove­ 
ments of the 2(Vfoot street, put; 
curbing on one side, install fenc­ 
ing, 
lighting 
and 
a 
four-foot 
sidewalk. 
He also said the college would 
agree to dedicate the street to 
the city. 
Swindle called the width of 
the proposed street alignm ent 
“ inadequate" 
and 
questioned 
whether the city should give up 
the 60-foot wide section of 1st 
j Street. 


“ I could never vote to give 
60 feet of street for a 20-doot 
street without having some res­ 
ervations,” he said. 
Dave Saldivar said he had 
conducted tests on a 20-foot al­ 
ley and had f o u n d that two 
cam pers could not safely pass 
each other traveling at 15, 10 
and five miles per hour in the 
opposite directions. 
“ It's im possible,” he said. 
“ Are you sure you had 10 
feet of travel way each w ay,” 
asked City M anager G e o r g e 
Caswell, 
,‘You guys try it if you don’t 
believe m e,” answered Saldivar, 
“ I’ll drive one cam per if you 
will drive the other one,” said 
Caswell. 
“ 1*11 do it,” SaLvar replied. 
But, added Caswell, “ I’m not 
willing to try it in the dark 
at this stage.”

Multiage Grouping 


Challenges Pupils 


Latest breakthrough on the education front, as 
reported by the educational a f f a i r s news weekly, 
“Education U.S.A./* is something called “mulliage 
grouping.” Translated into English, it means putting 
children of different ages in the same classroom. 


“For too long we have sliced knowledge horizon­ 
tally and assumed that each age or grade group 
could only take one step at a time, one year for each 
step,” says the Department of Elementary-Kindet- 
gart en-Nursery Education (EKNE) of the National 
Education Association, in a bulletin explaining the 
new idea. 
A multlage classroom, judging by the EKNE de­ 
scription, has so many advantages it’s hard to know 
where to begin to list them. 
For one thing, children work at their own pace 
on their own interests. They stimulate and challenge 
eac h other. 
Younger children have someone to look up to and 
a chance to find out what will be expected of them 
later. Older ones can look back at the less mature 
ages they have just passed through, with increased 
security and emotional maturity. They can also tutor 
the younger kids. 
Children of all ages learn appreciation and con­ 
cern for others, self-respect, habits of helpfulness and 
cooperation—in short, good social behavior. I hey see 
themselves as part of the “full ta pest r\ of life, 
not 
as separate and unimportant because of their ages. 


Furthermore, say the educators, multiage group­ 
ing is lifelike and natural, not school-like and regi­ 
mented. It gives every classroom a wide diversity of 
experiences and interests, thus providing a good foun­ 
dation for learning. 
Multiage grouping. Something “new” under the 
sun. 
Except that the one-room schoolhouse was there 
about 100 years ago. And we always thought our an­ 
cestors were culturally deprived. 


BY ONE OF US 
As We See It 


TWO BIG EVENTS of the year 1968—politically 
speaking—will be the conventions by the two major 
political parties. The Democratic national convention 
will convene in Chicago on Aug. 26. 
California has been allocated 174 votes and 346 
delegates to this c onvention. This will be the largest 
representation of any state e x c e p t New \<>ik, which 
will have 190 votes and 416 delegates. 
The total number of votes at the convention w ill 
be 2,622, a figure set by the party’s national commit­ 
tee, and 304 more than the Democrats had in 1964. 


THE BUILDING of an $85 million hotel in Las 
Vegas has started rumors to the effect that the dty 
will be the western terminal for the big transport 
planes that will soon be flying across the continent 
carrying 300 or more passengers. 
It has been stated Howard Hughes has bought 
considerable land in the Las Vegas area, and the 
predictions are that some of this laud will be used 
for long runways where big transports may land. 
The new proposed hotel may have 3,600 rooms 
and this would give accommodations for many trav­ 
elers. 
The next problem will be to develop a transporta­ 
tion system whereby the travelers might be shuttled 
off to Phoenix, Los Angeles or other points in the 
west. 


DEEP INTEREST has been manifested in the 
Dasheveyor, an invention of Stanley A. Dashew. The 
Dashevevor moves people between major transporta­ 
tion lines and the plac es to which they want to go. 
Dashew and his wife and Admiral Arthur W. 
Radford, former chairman of Joint Chiefs of Staff 
at Washington spent some time in Pomona last week. 
The Dashews have a daughter at Pitzer College. 
'Hie Dasheveyor is a revolutionary new electri­ 
fied, low «ost transportation system. It was invented 
for the specific purpose of transporting ore from a 
mine in Nevada, 
Dashew is of the opinion that people can utilize 
his transportation facility and save the mountains of 
huge parking s p a c e s . A lair that maintains s p a c e for 
40.000 cars could possibly get along with less than 
half that space. 
Dashew’s invention and its use sounds fantastic, 
but with all the new methods of transportation being 
c o n sid e re d throughout the country it may become a 
reality.

Uncertain 
Political 
Year Ahead 


As it opens this is perhaps 
the most uncertain political 
year in this century. 


First, there are the not un­ 
usual, 
strictly 
political 
un­ 
certainties; It seems sure but 
is not positive President John­ 
son 
will 
seek 
re-election; 
riieht now it’s anybody's guess 
who the Republican candidate 
will be. 
Then 
there's 
the problem 
which provides an uncertain­ 
ty at the start of every presi­ 
dential election year; 
H o w 
good a job will Congress do? 
Since this is a Democratic- 
run Congress, a good record 
will help Johnson or any Dem­ 
ocrat running in his place. A 
bad one would be a monkey 
on the party’s back. 


But then there are two ex­ 
traordinarily 
unusual 
uncer­ 
tainties which m ay be the de­ 
ciding factors in the election: 
The Vietnam w ar and Negro 
riots. 


If Johnson could bring the 
w ar to a satisfactory end be­ 
fore the election, it m ight be 
all he’d need to win. If the 
w ar drags on, there’s no pre­ 
dicting the effect on him. 
More Negro riots, and prob­ 
ably worse than in 1967, look 
likely if only because no great 
steps have been taken to pre­ 
vent them . 
Public reaction to the riots, 
and what 
Johnson 
does 
or 
fails to do about them , will 
inevitably 
be 
reflected 
in 
next Novem ber’s voting. 


Only one president in this 
century, Franklin 
D. Roose­ 
velt, sought re-election in the 
m idst of a war. At that time 
this was no handicap to him. 
The country was totally dedi­ 
cated to crushing fascism. 


There was 
no 
w ar when 
President H arry S. Trum an 
ran the first tim e in 1948 and 
was elected. But the Korean 
w ar was two years old, with 
no end in sight, when he had 
to decide about running a sec­ 
ond tim e in 1952. By then he 
was under 
heavy 
criticism 
about Korea. 


So far In these early days 
of the 1968 
election y e a r , 
Johnson hasn’t said >es or no 
about trym g again. T hat's not 
unusual. It was a lot later 
than this in 1952 when T ru­ 
m an 
decided 
he 
wouldn’t 
m ake a second try. 
He didn’t announce his non­ 
candidacy 
until 
M arch 
29, 
1952, which was 18 days af­ 
te r he lost the New Hamp­ 
shire prim ary to a f e l l o w 
D em ocrat, Sen. Estes Kefauv- 
er of Tennessee. 
In a way Kefauver was to 
Trum an — but in a m uch 
stronger way — what another 
Dem ocrat, Sen. Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy of Minnesota, 
is to 
Johnson now. K efauver really 
wanted to be president. 
The

can ’t 
be 
said 
about 
McCarthy. 
It 
certainly 
isn’t 
clear 
whether, if he did well in the 
prim aries, he would go on to 
try for the Dem ocratic nom­ 
ination. He alm ost certainly 
has no chance for it.

HOT SPRINGS, Va. - It’s 
mountain dew, of a sort, but 
it isn’t bootleg. It’s moonshine 
work in the Southern High­ 
lands, but it’s a legit. 
In eight years it has lifted 
the w inter economy of Bath 
county from deficit to profit, 
caused a 23 per cent increase 
in g e n e r a l m erchandising, 
changed hotel population from 
near-zero to about half-capac­ 
ity and raised the take-home 
pay of unskilled labor from 
the subsistance level of $85 a 
week to $150 in a good season. 
The relatively new activity 
is ideally a work of darkness 
w i t h m achinery that com ­ 
presses rather than distills. It 
is not m ash-m aking in the 
Appalachians. It’s snow-mak­ 
ing. It’s the stuff that m akes 
the ski-runs a lucrative, all- 
winter enterprise. 
The hire of an off-beat story 
attracted 
t h e 
vacationing 
colum nist 
at a party. The 
husky father of three sm all 
girls, William T. Hincks, Yale 
’61 and Yale Forestry School 
’63, was on call between mid­ 
night and dawn in event the 
tem perature dropped to 30 de­ 
grees or below. If the w eather 
turned right for snow-making 
he would wake m e up and let 
me go along. 


“ I was taking z o o l o g y 
courses as an undergraduate,” 
said Bill Hincks, “and intend­ 
ing to be a physician. As a 
m edical aide at G race New 
Haven Hospital, I saw enough 
of sick and injured people to 
convince me that I didn’t want 
to work with people’s guts. I 
left in sophomore year and did 
my m ilitary service in the 
M arine Corps. When I cam e 
back, I switched to m ajor in 
botany, and then t o o k m y 
m aster’s in forestry.’’ 
His first job was with the 
Southern P a c i f i c Railroad 
which owns several million 
acres of woodland in North­ 
ern California and Nevada. He 
developed and com puterized 
an inventory program for the 
com pany’s forest land. From 
there he went to the Virginia 
Coal and Iron Company at Big 
Stone Gap as forest m anager 
for the firm ’s 100,000 acres. 
By now he was m arried to a 
Cranston, N.J., girl with much 


the sam e private school back­ 
ground as his own. He and 
Jane knew w here they wanted 
to live—in the beautiful moun* 
tainland of the Virginias. He 
becam e forest m anager of Vir­ 
ginia Hot Springs, Inc., which 
operates 
the famous 
resort 
hotel, the Homestead. 


Snow-making is part of the 
job, and for the most part it’s 
a rest-broken one. The m er­ 
cury hits bottom in the pre­ 
dawn hours. An early start 
a l l o w s tim e to clear the 
course of snow-guns and hoses 
before the skiers arrive. 
There is an endless fascina­ 
tion to m an’s inventiveness 
and his 
m astery over m a­ 
chinery. A m assive, million- 
gallon, green • painted t a n k 
crouched against a hill, its 
contents coming to it by gravi­ 
tation f r o m springs much 
higher up the mountain. The 
w ater would be tapped off and 
driven high up the cut * out 
woodland by pump. Outside 
the pumphouse stood the air 
com pressors, five belonging to 
the 
Homestead, a n d three 
from an equipm ent com pany 
of Salem, Va. 


While the machines warmed 
up, under the eye of engineer 
and the forester - supervisor, 
the work-team of snow-gun- 
ners arrived, and so did the 
advance guard of ski-instruc- 
tors and staff personnel for 
the ski-lodge. The m ysteries 
of snow-making began to re­ 
solve them selves to the prowl­ 


ing reporter. In brief, t h e 
m anufacturing 
process 
r e - 
quires parallel pipes or hoses 
of intensely com pressed air 
and w ater which come to­ 
gether in a nozzle known as a 
Blizzard J e t . Its m anufac­ 
turer, a com pany which m akes 
irrigation equipm ent for sum ­ 
m er use, is also a beneficiary 
of the spread and populariza­ 
tion of this w inter sport. 
“ Give it plenty of down- 
pressure,” said Hincks as he 
placed the reporter at a tri­ 
pod which held one of the 
Blizzard Jets.

Q — Our well w ater Is very 


hard. If we get a w ater soft­ 
ener, will it effect our health? 


A — Most people can safely 
drink w ater that is properly 
purified whether it is hard or 
soft but persons with some 
types of heart or kidney di­ 
seases should not drink soften­ 
ed w ater. This is because, if 
they m ust be on a low sodium 
diet, they would get an in­ 
creased sodium content in the 
softened w ater, 


Q — My husband has had 


kidney stones and our doctor 


told him to drink distilled wa­ 


ter. Is it harm ful in any way? 


A — I 
am advised that 


aboard naval vessels our sail­ 


ors drink distilled w ater for 


months on end without harm 
and without adding m inerals 
to the w ater or their diet. Dis­ 
tilled w ater should be a dis­ 
tinct advantage for a person 
who has a tendency to torm 
'alcium or magnesium ttonei 
m the kidney.

Interviews by this reporter 
indicate hidden waste in for­ 
eign aid, running at about $200 
million a y e a r , could be cor­ 
rected. 
That $200 
million a year 
comes out of the U. S, tax­ 
payer's pocket. 
This costly waste results in 
part from the too-rapid de­ 
terioration of buildings, port 
facilities, highways, weapons, 
vehicles, aircraft, m achinery 
and equipment we provide for 
other countries. 
This 
deterioration 
results 
from slipshod m aintenance in 
a goodly num ber of the na­ 
tions the United States is help­ 
ing. 
Because of this m aintenance 
gap, vehicles and other equip­ 
m ent are laid up for repairs 
so frequently 
and for such 
long periods as to require two 
or three m achines, trucks or 
airplanes to do the job that 
should be done by one. Poorly 
m aintained roads crum ble and 
traffic slows down. W ar mis­ 
sions and peacetim e construc­ 
tion jobs are held up because 
the needed vehicles and equip­ 
m ent are worn out or are be­ 
ing repaired. 


Some of this m aintenance 
lag is inevitable in crash pro­ 
gram s and in countries short 
of 
a 
m aintenance tradition 
and skilled m aintenance men. 
Much of the lag, however, 
could be prevented if the gov­ 
ernm ent and private experts 
this reporter has talked to are 
correct in their analyses. 
This waste shows up in both 
economic and m ilitary assist­ 
ance program s. 
If m aintenance weaknesses 
were corrected, the impact of 
U. S, aid could be increased 
sharply without increasing ex­ 
penditures. Conversely, Amer­ 
ican aid could be cut back ap­ 
preciably and dollars saved 
without lessening the 
effec­ 
tiveness of American help. 
Experts in the field and in 
Washington 
indicate 
f o u r 
steps, 
if vigorously carried 
out, would do much to correct 
the problem. 


! — More U. S. assistance 
should be in training foreign 
nationals in the care and re- 


pair of the equipm ent, build­ 
ings-, docks and highway* we 
help them build. 
More of the aid we send 
should be in the form of spare 
parts, 
m aintenance supplies, 
m aintenance shops, tools and 
equipment. 
2—We should teach budget 
m akers ,of countries receiv­ 
ing aid how much cheaper it 
is to provide funds for m ainte­ 
nance than to buy extra equip­ 
m ent 
needed 
if 
adequate 
m aintenance has not been pro­ 
vided. 
3—W'e should do m ore to 
teach the users of tractors, 
trucks, airplanes, m achinery 
and proper operation of these 
vehicles could add years to 
their useful lives. 
4—When Am ericans sign an 
aid agreem ent with a coun­ 
try, they should insist on an 
ironclad proviso th at money 
be provided for m aintenance 
of 
item s 
furnished 
through 
U. S. aid. We should insist 
that 
m a.ntenance 
funds 
be 
us(‘d for designated purposes. 
(M aintenance money is easily 
diverted.) 


M aintenance standards are 
high in some lands. Conscien­ 
tious Pentagon and Agency for 
International D e v e 1 opment 
men have attem pted for years 
to induce all nations receiv­ 
ing U. S. assistance to im­ 
prove their m aintenance sys­ 
tem s. This has been a thorny 
path. 
Most 
foreign 
government* 
are sensitive on m aintenance. 
Leaders in m aintenance-back­ 
ward nations often look ask­ 
ance at the suggestion they 
don't provide adequate care 
for what they receive. Others 
cannot be convinced m ainte­ 
nance is worth what it costs. 
Americans who work in aid 
program s 
claim 
they have 
found it easier to get top ad ­ 
m inistration officials and Con­ 
gress to approve 
funds lot 
projects than money for m a id 
tenance, 
Says one aid m an; “ Dam«» 
roads, 
b r i d g e s , 
tractor», 
trucks, airplanes, m achinery 
seem 
m ore 
Im portant 
than 
m aintenance 
when 
budgets 
and 
agreem ents 
are 
being 
w ritten."
